At Shanghai 


Shanghai, July 11... 

Amorican Marinos wore to-day 
ordered to wear their unfforms at 
all times. Tho roason has_ not. 
been disclosed but it is speculated 
It is olther the firat- step toward 
gonoral ntand-by orders or a pros 
toctive mensure against ‘an {rree- 
ponsible attempt at retaliation 
for Sunday's incident against in- 
dividual: marines, , 

This should remove tho possibility 
of claims that tho victims wero not 
recognised’ os marines because of 
thelr civillan elothes, 

Tho American Embassy hos with- 
held o formal statement on Col, 
Peck’s reply but indications are that 
it wlll probably be unsatisfoctory to 
the Japanese, 

Colonel Peck, Commander of the 
Unifted ‘States Marina’ unit, has sent 
his reply to the Japanese Consul 
General Mr, Y. Miura, but the con- 
tents of the reply have not been 
announced, . : 

The Tatriku Shimpo sald it was 
relinbly learned that .11 of the 
arrested Japanese gendarmes were 
seriously or slightly injured as a 
result of the “outrages” of the 
American Marines, 

The newspaper sald that’ 22 
Marines attacked one Japancse 
gendarme upon whom they “com- 
mitted outroges,” and described the 
Marines’ treatment of the gendarmcs 
as “senseless crucity.” . ‘ 

The Jopanese Army organ, the 
Sin Shun Pao, to-day carries a front 
page picture with a large question 
mork. superimposed and ai large 
enption “American Colonel nursing 
malicious ambitions to evade insults 
to’ Japnnese gendarmes~-American 
explanation ridiculous.” 


-  Qutspokon Remarks 


The Tatriku Shimbun carried a 
headline “Strike the destroyer ‘ of 
our army's fame and reputation— 
the absence of an American «reply 
Indicates thelr dishonest‘ attitude.” 

The same paper published the text 
of a resolution that the mass mect- 
ing of the Japanese Young Men's 
Assoclation adopted last night. 

“The incident conspicuously dis- 
plays the American’s hostile attitude 
towards Japan, The Imperial Army's 
fame has been completely destroyed 
—devastated and rovaged by United 
States Marines'.muddy boots. The 
blood of hundreds of thousands of 
brave Japanese soldiers has cvaporat. 
ed, America's: negligence will Icave 
Q grave result. Our Jndlgnation has 
reached o .climnx and our patience 
is’ exhnusted. Not anly fs it plain’ 
that Americn Is an enemy to the ree 
habilitation of East. Asia but it fs 
also evident that they are contemplat~- 
Ing hostilittes against Japan. To 
achieve the alm of the Holy War we 
must order the withdrawal of Ame-" 
rica and other nations supporting 
Chiang Kai-shek, We must sweep 
uway their Inconsistencies," the re- 
solution said, ‘ 

The Sin Shun Pao in an editorial 
says, “If we want to remove the 
long established trons put on us by 
the white imperialistic nation of 
Amcrica we must tmmediately throw 
off these frons and then defeat our 
first enemy, America—the ° chief 
aggressor upon Enst Asia. We the 
Chinese, Japanese and other people 
of-East../Asia..should —. co-operate--to- 
drive the Imperialistle nation back 
to other shores of the Pacific which 
ig our first task for the re-habilita- 
tion of East Asia, We are ready to 
win this victory by the sacrifice of 
blood and life,” ‘ : 

The Tatrileu Shimbun’s  cditorial 
said ihe Marine {necldent was deli- 
berate, for-which reason it was 
“graver than the Panay incident, 
which was ‘not deliberate." It was 
hoped, therefore, that a satisfactory 
settlement would be reached which 
would “preserve the dignity of the 
Imperiat Army."—United Press,

Stop The Four Columns 


President Vargas of Brazil is 
right in saying that the world 
is marching toward a ‘future 
different from all we have 
known. But he is wrong in his 
apparent assumption that free 
government is outmoded and that 
the future belongs to force and 
nationalism. Plainly democracy 
must adjust itself to new condi- 
tions, must make itself more 
effective in the economic and so- 
cial life of peoples. But there is 
nothing new inthe doctrine that: 
“vigorous peoples, fit for life 
must follow the route of their 
aspirations,” ; 


There is nothing new in bar- 
barism, despotism,. and pagan- 
ism, - Indeed they’ are so anti- 
quated that nations in which 
Christianity and enlightenment 
have been really established 
have outgrown them. Only 
where governments do not dare 
to let their citizens know or 
speak the truth is it possible to 
keep dictatorship and aggression 
going even temporarily. Re- 
crudescences of despotism fight 


against an unquenchable, over- |. 


whelming love of liberty. Sen- 
hor Vargas : cannot . tolerate 
violence and disorder in his own 
country ; modern invention is fast 
rendering the world too small a 
place to tolerate the inter- 
national anarchy his reign of 
force would, bring.

Rather was he lettting 
me know dhat war held no terrors 
for him. Thus humour fs the Eng- 
Ushmon’s armour against adversity, 
It is extremely significant, how- 
ever, that oa Jarge propartion of the 
war-time Jokes have been directed 
ogalnst Hitler personally.

“In a‘large 
number: of refugees from areas where 
there aro nat the facilities or back- 
ground of public health work, there 
are bound to be some with discnse. 
People. suffering from .malnutrition 
ure susceptible to other diseases, Yet 
every mafor disense has been check- 
ed in. Hongkong, There is no plague 
and no. rise In the mularia index. 
That ds quite an achievement.” 

Dr. Geiger believes that. on 


‘epidemic of some kind'is inevitable 


after the wars In Europe and’ Asia. 

“When millions of men are concen 
trated for war purposes, when whole 
natlons are sct moving and migrating, 
without proper fod or shelter, some- 
thing {6 bound to happén. What it 
will be no-one iknows, but public 
health workers regard an outbreak as 
Inevitable," he declared, 

“Fortunately, puble health 
workers mre better prepared for a 
post-war epidemic than they were In 
1910. But for years minfongs . of 
people in Europe have been living on 
substitute foods and inadequate dicts, 
which must affect their resistunee to 
such an ‘outbreak, 

“America is one of the countries 
where mo)nutrition Is least a pro- 
blem. Yet in San Francisco alone 
we spend US$30,000 & ycar supplying 
milk ond orunge julee to under- 
nourished chlidren, 


“The refugee and epidemic ques-
